side. The hearing was very brief, as no 
defense was possible; a-^d then the 
judge, after reciting John Adams' fa- 
mous expressed hope that the Fourth of 
July would always be celebrated, by the 
American people with the ringing ot 
bells, firing of cannon, bonfires, etc, ad- 
dressed the prisoner as follows: 


"From the evidence offered I find 


you guilty under tha ordinances, and 
fine you one cent and cost—which the 
court will pay." 


This sentence waa greeted with a tre- 


mendous outburst of cheering, which it 
•was impossible to stop until the crowd 
got tired; iu fact, nobody tri-d to stop 
it, for Judge Parker's court wxs run on 
an extremely free and easy plan. And 
when the uproar pubsided the j'u 
proceeded to give the officer who made 
the arrest such a raking down for his 
lack of pitriotism that the crowd roared 
again with delight and approval. 


Of course, the officer had done noth- 


ing more then his duty, bnt ho was so 
much chagrined over the case-and its 
remarkable outcome 
in court, and 


found so much public feeling against 
him afterward on account of thn afTtir, 
that he shortly afterward removed with 
his family from the city, which waa a 
distinct loss to tho pUoe, for he Wt»s in 
every respect a good citizen.

BELGIAN HOUSEKEEPING.! 


The Servants and Waiters Noted tor Their 


Excellence. 


A writer in the New York Mail and 


Express declares that Belgian servants 
and waiters are noted for their excel- 
lence. They are never in want of em- 
ployment, and are as eagerly sought 
for by experienced housekeepers in this 
city as in Brussels itself. The secret, 
according to a distinguishd scnolar of 
this city, who has studied the daily life 
of that country, is to be found in what 
are known as housekeeping 
schools. 


These have long been established and 
are considered a necessity by young 
men and women who desire to enter 
the calling mentioned. The 
scholars 


are educated in groups often, this hav- 
ing been found to be the best number 
tor obtaining the highest proficiency 
on the part of the pupils. Arrange- 
ment is made whereby girls can study 
for a week, and then work for a week 
or more, and then again resume their 
education. The tens are also broken 
into other tens in order to accustom 
?ach scholar to the sensation, or ne- 
cessity of making new acquaintances 
all the time, and at the same time to 
prevent their losing the spirit of rival- 
ry with which they begin their work. 
At the end of one year the scholars are 
veiy proficient. 
The girls are taken 


fiom twelve to eighteen, while the boys 
are taken at a later age. Besides cook- 
ing, 
marketing 
and

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,THE SENSE OF TASTE. 


Experiment* Thnt Bar* Brought Oat 


Some Curiou* Discoveries. 


Curious experiments by Prof. G. T. 


W. Patrick, of the University of Iowa, 
ehow that our ideas about the sense of 
taste have been all wrong. He experi- 
mented on an anosraic—teat is, a per- 
son absolutely without the sense of 
smell. He experimented also on nor- 
mal subjects, with roost interesting re- 
sults. His conclusions are as follows: 


There are only four simple taste seu- 


sations, namely, sweet, bitter, sour and 
salt. It is said by rnme that there are 
only two, sweet ar.f". bitter. All other 
sensations which are commonly called 
tastes are complex results of sensations 
of smells, touch, temperature and sight. 
The means by whk.u we distinguish al- 
most all 
of our 
fimmon 
food and 


drinks is not the rense of taste so 
much as it is the sc.->se of smell, touch, 
temperature and si^Lt. 


All the fine differences by which we 


distinguish, the var.ous 
fruits, meats 


and drinks depend not upon taste at 
all, 
but upon these other senses. Pure 


sensations of taste 
add hardly more 


than a certain emotional element to the 
complex sensations. Sweet things we 
call "good" and bitter things we call 
"bad," while salt and sour add a cer- 
tain piquancy, which is pleasing when 
not excessue. 


A partial proof of these facts may 


be given by merely blindfolding the 
eyes and closing the nose and iakmg 
various kinds of foods and drinks into 
the mouth without swallowing them. 
It will then be found that it is quite 
impossible to distinguish many of the 
commonest foods and drinks. If the 
further precaution be taken to elimin- 
ate as much as possible the senses of 
touch and temperature upon the tongue 
by representing the material in liquid 
form or chopped into small bits, the 
results are still more striking. 


It is always difficult to eliminate the 


sense of smell in normal subjects. Pro- 
fessor Patrick was able, however, by 
experimenting with a subject possess- 
ing no sense of s-nell whatever, and 
compaimg the resrUs wifh tho«e ob- 
tained from normal subjects, to get 
more accurate results as to the more 
important part pla\ed by smell in dis- 
tinguishing foods and drinks. 


It is, of course, generally known that 


what is popularly mistaken for the 
taste of coffee, tea and wine is only 
their aroma or odor. By these expen- 
ments. however, it was shown that cof- 
fee and tea have a distinct taste, which 
is simply bitter and cannot be distin- 
guished from a we^lc solution of qui- 
nine. A weak infusion of coffee or tea, 
however, cannot be distinguished from 
water 


Even with normal subjects, with the 


eyes and nose closed, twenty experi- 
ments with coffee gave the following 
results- It was called "coffee" once, 
"bitter" eleven times, "quinine" four 
times, "tea" three times and "miik" 
once.

.Chicken Cholera for the Rabbit Pest. 
Pasteur suggested that the microbes 


of chicken cholera might be effective 
in suppressing the rabbit pest of Aus- 
tralia. One of the chief reasons why 
the remedy was not tried was the re- 
luctance of New South Wales to intro- 
duce a new and unknown disease, an 
objection that has now been removed 
by Mr. C. J. Pound, government bac- 
teriologist, who has uistovered chicken 
cholera both in Queensland and New 
South Wales. Tests of this method of 
destroying 
rabbits have lately been 


made with results so encouraging that 
permission to ,use it is,likely to be 
granted to farmers ~and 'otter.'!. Cal- 
culations 
show, that two gallons of 


broth containing microbes of chicken 
cholera are suCicUnt, when added to 
pollard, to destroy at least 20,000 rab- 
bits, without considering the spread 
of the disease from one animal to an- 
other. As bright sunshine renders the 
microbe-infected 
food 
harmless in 


three hours,-it is recommended that 
the poison pellets tie scattered over the 
field near sunset.
